In this group is an efficient filter 
for keeping the interior of your re- 
frigerator fresh and sweet by ab- 
sorbing food odors, It’s a long nar- 
row, perforated aluminium container 
filled ~vith pellets of “activated car- 
bon”. It looks almost like a flat sheet 
of the metal and is suspended under 
any shelf-in. the refrigerator by 
means of little hooks, 

The carbon grains or pellets with 
which it is filled are made from husks 
of coconuts which have been burned 
to a charred state. These take up 
many times their own volume of 
odorous gases and will not wear out 
for at least five years. You remove 
the gadget. when defrosting the re- 
frigerator, and once in a while you 
slip it in thé oven and bake it a short 
while to restore its dryness. Other- 
wise you leave it alone, 

Its makers claim: it will protect 
butter, milk, and ice cubes from hav- 
ing an “off taste”, and that it. pre- 
vents mingling of flavors and transfer 
of taste from one food to another.

Inventions Wanted 


Canadian Patent Office Will Give 
Exclusive Rights For Seventeen 
Years 
OTTAWA—If you've got any ideas 
on a new kind of ice cream goblet, 


-}handcuffs or’ embalming apparatus, 


don’t keep them. to _ yourself.’ The 
Canadian Patent Office here will give 
you a monopoly on your invention 
for $25—if it’s new—and the exclus- 
ive right to make what money you 
can from-it for 17 years. . 

First. of all, though, be ‘certain 
you’ve got, an “invention”. It must 
be “any new and useful art, process, 
machine, manufacture or composition 
of Matter” or an improvement of one 
of these: before your brain-child can 
be filed away with the approximately 
430,000 other patents that have been 
collected by the Patent OMice since 
1824, 

Furthermore, it isn’t cricket to 
borrow an idea from a neighbor or a 
friend, Before making an application 
for a patent the applicant must swear 
he is ‘the first and true inventor.” 
So if you've been intending to patent 
some of those handy gimmicks your 
inventive neighbor, has perfected but 
doesn’t-seem*to care about, just for- 
get it, 

’ Though many of the inventions are 
simple things like the new style golf 
bag, mechanical coin changer and 
shirt folding table patented along 
with about 140 other items last week, 


‘your chances are much better of be- 


coming a second Edison if you can 
come up with something more scien- 
tific like a new synthetic resin, some 
electronic electric appartus or a 
Photographic color sensitizing emul- 
sion, 

Canada's inventors, who now father 
discoveries of the first magnitude, in 
pioneer days confined their talents to 
devising gadgets and simple _labor- 
Saving devices, The first Canadian in- 
ventor was Noah Cushing of Quebec 
City, who shouted “Eureka” and got 
patent Number One in’ 1824 for a 
“washing and fulling- machine.” Last 
week the patent office chalked up 
Number: 437,388 for a “foldable fish 
landing net.” 

Early Canadian inventors, untroub- 
led by nuclear fission, rocket bombs 
or radar, were granted patents for 
such grisly “new and useful improve- 
ments” as a “‘pig’s nose cartilage di- 
vider” anda coffin “to prevent in- 
fection,” More in line with present 
day “miracles” was the invention of 
Isaac Ogden, of Three Rivers, Que., 
who in 1842 devised a “method of 
propelling vessels by means of heated 
air acting on the fluid in which they 
float.” 

Today, with most of the inventions 
submitted by large industrial con- 
cérns and dealing with technical sub- 
jects, patent attorneys prepare 99 
per cent. of the patent applications. 

Even the lawyers must havé their 
troubles describing for example, a 
“composition of matter comprising a 
polymeric synthetic linear polyamide 
having an intrinsic viscosity of at 
least 0.4.and_being the reaction pro- 
duct of a polymer-former composition

000,000 over the previous year.: 

Reviewing the economic and social 
aspects of domestic and international 
events during the past year, . Mr. 
Spinney looked to a future which he 
viewed with guarded optimism. He 
noted that “in an age of flux there 
are some economic realities and basic 
values that do not, and cannot, 
change. . 

‘“No device or formula can produce 
wealth and well-being without work, 
enterprise and the assurance of re- 
ward. No mere document replete with 
cleverly devised sections, sub-sections 
and. exceptions, can ensure fruitful 
co-operation between individuals or 
between nations lacking the confi- 
dence that can grow only from fair 
and ‘honourable dealing.”
